LUDLOW - Ludlow Public 
Schools will return to learning 
in a hybrid remote/in-person 
model, separating students into 
cohorts with two in-person days 
starting in September. 

“This 1S a once-in-a-gener- 
ation situation,’ said superin- 
tendent Todd Gazda during the 
school committee’s August 7 
meeting. ““There’s nobody who’s 
going to be happy about mov- 
ing forward in this manner. But 
this gets our kids back in our 
building to see what we’ve got, 
and then assess what the virus is 
doing and the impact that it has 
and we’ll respond accordingly.” 
“We’ve got to figure out the best 
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Ludlow schools will see 
hybrid return to education 


way to educate our kids and deal 
with this virus, and I do think 
this hybrid plan is a good place 
to start,’ said committee chair 
Dr. Mike Kelliher, adding that 
the schools could pivot plans 
based on the health metrics, ei- 
ther adding more in-person days 
if cases stay low or switching to 
remote if needed. “Based on the 
way the plan is organized, it’s 
fairly easy to do either thing.” 

Kelliher and _ others said 
they thought a full-remote plan 
would “shortchange the kids,’ 
both for special education stu- 
dents who need more support 
and for the social-emotional 
health of all students. 

“There’s no substitute for 
that in-person learning, and we 
know that,’ Kelliher said. 


The committee voted unani- 
mously to approve the schools’ 
hybrid reentry plan. 

The first day of school for 
students in elementary, middle 
and high school will be Septem- 
ber 15. Kindergarten and prekin- 
dergarten kids will start a week 
later on September 22. 

According to a document 
outlining the plan available 
on the district’s website, face 
masks will be required for all 
Students, and scheduled mask 
breaks will be taken throughout 
the day. Parents and caregivers 
will be asked to complete daily 
symptom checks before sending 
kids to school. 

While the plan is to reopen 
classrooms in a hybrid mod- 
el next month, officials said a 
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switch to remote learning is 
likely at some point. 

“Some epidemiological stud- 
les suggest we could experience 
a ‘second wave’ of the pandem- 
ic,’ school administrators wrote 
in the reentry plan document. 
“Everyone should prepare for a 
return to full remote learning if 
the health indicators dictate.” 

Kelliher said the success of 
in-person learning and _ keep- 
ing the coronavirus at bay will 
depend on both students and 
parents understanding the seri- 
ousness of the situation and ad- 
hering to safety precautions like 
physical distancing, not just in 
school but when socializing out- 
side of school, too.

Attorney hired 
to investigate 
Morse'’s 
conduct

HOLYOKE - As time con- 
tinues to wane toward the Sept. 
1 state primary, the battle be- 
tween Holyoke Mayor Alex 
Morse and U.S. Rep. Richard 
Neal, D-Massachusetts heated 
up with the start of an investiga- 
tion by the University of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Morse has also gone on the 
attack, accusing the College 
Democrats who _ spearheaded 
the timing of the letter accusing 
Morse of having inappropriate 
sexual relationships with  stu- 
dents at the school while he was 
a lecturer at UMass. 

Neal’s campaign has denied 


having any part of the “smear 
job” Morse is claiming. 
Morse believes the letter 


published by the Daily Colle- 
gian, a UMass publication, was 
done to sabotage his candidacy, 
and blames Neal’s campaign for 
its release. 

Morse has released a state- 
ment admitting to using dating 
apps to initiate sexual relation- 
ships with students, and ac- 
knowledged having such rela- 
tionships with students attending 
UMass. Multiple times in mul- 
tiple publications and forums, 
Morse has denied using his po- 
sition of power for sexual gain. 
He said all his sexual relation- 
ships have been consensual and 
none were with students he was

LUDLOW - Over 100 Falcetti 
Music students of Springfield com- 
peted virtually in the 58th Annual 
New England Music Festival. The 
competition includes many music 
studios throughout New England and 
over 800 entries were received by the 
music committee, chaired by Peggy 
Falcetti of Wilbraham.

that don’t survive a New England winter. Up 
until that point, I would dig these plants up 
before the first hard frost and try overwin- 
tering them in my house. Not an easy feat 
when living in a well-insulated ranch style 
home. We did OK, even managing to keep a 
rosemary alive for several years in a row, but 
there was a better, more space-conscious way 
to save these plants from Jack Frost. Simply 
take a cutting! 

Getting a piece of stem to form roots 1s 
relatively easy. Here are a few tips that will 
guarantee your success. First, make sure that 
the plant you are taking the cuttings from, 
called the “stock plant,’ is insect and dis- 
ease-free and well hydrated. Plan to take 
cuttings in the morning before the heat of 
the day has a chance to cause any wilting. A 
clean, sharp pair of scissors or hand pruners is 
the best tool for the job. Cuttings can be tak- 
en at any time during the growing season, but 
keep in mind that the closer it gets to frost, 
the more difficult it will be to get it to root. 
Like us, the plant is preparing for winter so 
act soon! 

Begin by examining your stock plant. 
Those stems with the closest placed nodes are 
the best choice for cutting material. Nodes are 
the point on the stem from which the leaves 
grow. There is a strong accumulation of hor- 
mones is in this area; for that reason stem 
cuttings are taken just after a node. Terminal 
cuttings from the growth tip, which are three 
to four inches long are desirable. It 1s tempt- 
ing to take longer pieces, figuring that the end 
result will be a larger plant.These are likely to 
wilt before they root or take a very long time 
to root because the stems are woodier the fur- 
ther down you go. Play it safe with stout cut- 
tings. 

There are all kinds of potting mediums in 
which to place the cutting while it is grows 
roots. Ideally it should be able to hold enough 
moisture to keep the cutting turgid yet not 
hold so much that it rots the stem. Sand, per- 
lite and soilless potting mixes have all been 
used with success. Water is not recommend- 
ed as “watery roots” will have a harder time 
adapting to potting soil later on. I have had 
good luck rooting cuttings in peat-based pot- 
ting mixes that are formulated for seed start- 
ing. Moisten the material well and fill your 
clean container of choice up to the top and 
tamp it down. 

Take only a few cuttings at a time so that 
wilting doesn’t occur while you prepare the 
stems for insertion into the growing medium. 
Strip off the bottom one-third of leaves from 
the cutting. If you wish to shorten the amount 
of time it takes for rooting to occur, a com- 
mercial rooting hormone can be used. These 
come in powder or liquid forms. Follow the 
directions on the container. I have found that 
“less is more” when using these products. 

When you are ready to “stick” the cutting 
make an indentation into the growing medi- 
um with a pencil or dibble first; do not push 
in with the stem! After the cutting is inserted 
firm around it well so that it stays 1n place. 
Put the container, cuttings and all in a clear 
plastic bag and place in a shady location. 
The humidity within the bag ought to pre- 
vent the stems from wilting. Water well,

In My Backyard

ast week, I had to stop on two differ- 
ent occasions to let wild turkey hens 

and their polts cross the road. Both 
times the turkeys included several hens 
with their broods. 

There was a time when wild turkeys no 
longer existed in the state. A reintroduction 
of these native birds proved successful. Now, 
people see wild turkeys on a regular basis. 

The wild turkey is easily identified 
by its turkey shape and large size, 36 to 
49 inches. Its body is brown and irides- 
cent. The head is naked. The male or Tom 
is larger and more iridescent than the fe- 
male. The male also has a beard, a tuft of 
hair like feathers on its breast. The female 
usually lacks the beard, but there are some 
bearded hens. 

Wild turkeys inhabit open forest, forest 
edges and wooded swamps. They feed on 
the ground eating nuts, acorns and seeds. 
They also eat grains, vegetation, insects, 
frogs and lizards. 

The hen turkey lays six to 20 eggs with 
buff marks placed in a nest placed in a nat- 
ural or scraped depression on the ground. 
The hen lines the nest with leaves and 
grasses. The females raise the young. 

Wild turkeys make gobbling, yelping 
and clucking noises. In courtship, the male 
struts and gobbles with its tail feathers 
fanned. The female responds with a yelp- 
ing call. Males may mate with many fe- 
males during the breeding season. 

Bear with two cubs 
Last week, about two hours before I 


saw a flock of hens and their polts, I saw 
a black bear female with two cubs cross 
in about the same area of the road. I was 
glad to be in my car and not walking along 
the road. There were two cars behind me. 
One car pulled off the road on the side 
the trio entered a wooded area. The driver 
most likely hoped to see them again as they 
walked in the woods. 

A talked to a resident of the area and 
she said she has seen two females each 
with two cubs. 

Cardinal in the sun 

Last week, a male cardinal landed 
on a fallen hemlock in my backyard. He 
perched on a branch in full sunlight. His 
red feathers and black marks on the face 
stood out in the sunlight. 

Great blue heron 

I still see a great blue heron at Long 
Pond in Rutland. He is either near shore or 
wading in a shallow part of the pond far- 
ther from shore. 

Hummingbirds 

The ruby-throated hummingbirds are still 
here. They visit my nectar feeders frequent- 
ly. I continue to clean and fill the two feeders 
every other day. I recently purchased a top 
filling nectar feeder. It is so much easier to 
clean than the other feeder that I have.

HCC receives $1 million grant for STEM Scholars program 


HOLYOKE — Holyoke Community 
College has been awarded a five-year, 
$1 million grant from the National Sci- 
ence Foundation that will enable students 
majoring in STEM fields to qualify for 
scholarships of as much as $6,500 a year 
toward tuition and fees. 

The scholarships are open to current 
and incoming HCC students enrolled full 
time or part time in chemistry, biology, 
biotechnology, environmental science, 
computer science, engineering, mathe- 
matics, physics or other STEM areas of 
study. 


Students selected for the scholar- 
ship awards will become part of HCC’s 
STEM Scholars 2.0 Program. HCC start- 
ed a STEM Scholars Program in 2015 
after receiving its first five-year STEM 
grant from the National Science Founda- 
tion. 

“We are really excited to be re-funded 
for this program so we can continue and 
expand the work that we’ve been doing 
for the past five years,” said Ileana Vasu, 
HCC professor of math and coordinator 
of HCC’s STEM Scholars program. “The 
grant not only provides significant mon- 


ey to students for college but will enable 
us to focus on culturally relevant prac- 
tices in STEM that will help us work to- 
ward equity in education for all members 
of our community.” 

HCC STEM Scholars are required 
to complete a one-credit STEM sem- 
inar each semester and attend sever- 
al STEM events each semester they 
are enrolled in the program. The NSF 
STEM Scholarships continue each se- 
mester students remain in good aca- 
demic standing. 

The scholarship application deadline 


for the 2020-2021 academic year is Sept. 
4. Awards will be announced by Sept. 8, 
the first day of classes of the fall 2020 se- 
mester. 

Applicants must be enrolled in a 
STEM program, demonstrate academic 
ability or potential, and demonstrate fi- 
nancial need.

HOLYOKE -— Cannabis cultivation, beer and cider 
brewing, and winemaking are just a few of the new aca- 
demic programs being offered this fall at Holyoke Com- 
munity College. 

All three were developed as one-year, 24-credit certif- 
icate programs through the college’s Sustainability Stud- 
ies department. 

“As the cannabis industry has moved into Holyoke 
and other area towns, a number of the owners of these 
enterprises are asking for trained employees,” said Kate 
Maiolatesi, chair of HCC’s Sustainability Studies pro- 
gram. “Estimates for new cannabis jobs in the region 
range as high as 1,500.” 

One new course, Cannabis Today, provides knowl- 
edge of the growing part of the industry. Other require- 
ments for the certificate include classes in agriculture, 
marketing and entrepreneurship. 

Maiolatesi said the college also developed the brew- 
ing and winemaking certificates with an eye on expand- 
ing industries. Another new course, Fermentation Sci- 
ence, explains the scientific processes of fermentation as 
it applies to both brewing and winemaking. 

This fall, HCC is also unveiling new certificate and 
associate degree programs in a range of other academic 
areas, including behavioral neuroscience (degree), criti- 
cal social thought (degree), geoscience (degree), child

Natashia Tidwell, an attorney who is 
a partner at Saul Ewing, Arnstein & Lehr, 
a Boston law firm, has agreed to launch 
an investigation on behalf of UMass into 
Morse’s behavior. She will likely conduct 
many interviews and will be searching 
for impropriety and Title IX violations 
committed by Morse.

If Morse is 
unsuccessful in his campaign, the inves- 
tigation into his contact will have more 
local impact in his home city of Holyoke, 
where councilors are calling for investi- 
gations and a couple for his resignation. 

Morse said in a public statement last 
week that he welcomes any investigation 
and believes any investigation will clear 
him of any possible wrongdoing. He has 
denied violating any UMass policies.

ter remotely, QCC has adopted innova- 
tive ways in which to engage students 
through online platforms that are inter- 
active. The college transitioned to re- 
mote instruction in March, offering stu- 
dents three types of remote instruction 
from autonomous self-paced courses, to 
more structured online meeting times or 
a combination of the two. 

“We are not scrambling to readjust 
courses to fit an online platform. We are 
well-versed in remote instruction and 
have been doing it for many months,’ 
Abercrombie said, adding, “Students 
still have time to enroll and begin the 
semester without losing valuable time, 
and they can use the credits they earn 
at QCC to transfer them to a four-year 


Holyoke Mayor Alex Morse 


Morse was a part-time lecturer at 
UMass from 2014 to 2019, teaching po- 
litical studies. Morse was just 25 years 
old when he was hired. UMass has an- 
nounced Morse was not re-hired for the 
fall semester. The College Democrats of 
Massachusetts, which wrote the letter 
in the Daily Collegian, have disinvented 
Morse from attending their events in the 
future. 

According to UMass, their policy 
does not explicitly ban romantic rela-

Students who planned to take in-per- 
son classes at four-year schools that are 
now moving to an online format have to 
decide if the cost differential between 
a community college and a four-year 
school is worthwhile.

only about once weekly. After a month or 
so roots will begin to form on the scented 
geraniums; rosemary and lavender may 
take six weeks or more. Sweet bay is even 
slower; it should be rooted within six 
months. 

Transplanting into individual pots can 
be done once the roots equal or surpass 
the size of the cutting. With some luck 
and good cultural practices through the 
winter months you will likely have a gar- 
den-ready replacement for your favorite 
tender herbs come springtime.

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New guidance from state would allow fall sports

REGION — With new guid- 
ance out from the state and sev- 
eral of its agencies, it appears 
there will be an avenue to play 
high school sports this fall, 
though a number of them may 
not be in the form people will be 
used to. 

And “people” may not be al- 
lowed to watch them. 

Last week, more guidance 
was issued involving the re- 
turn to school for students, 
with Gov. Charlie Baker put- 
ting out a new map that uses 
a traffic signal system to deem 
certain communities at low, 
moderate, or higher risk for

REGION — At the begin- 
ning of the summer, soccer, 
basketball, football, and _ la- 
crosse were deemed “high- 
risk” sports. 

These determinations were 
made at the beginning of July, 
when Phase 3 of Gov. Charlie 
Baker’s re-opening plan start- 
ed. 

The designation banned 
any type of contests from be- 
ing played, an only allowed for 
non-contact, socially distant 
workouts. 

Now, soccer has been qui- 
etly moved to the “moderate 
risk” category, paving the way 
for games in one of the most 
popular sports in the region to 
be played. 

Last year, Western Massa- 
chusetts was well-represented 
in the state finals, with West- 
field, South Hadley, Belcher- 
town all being represent- 
ed. South Hadley girls, and 
Belchertown boys soccer both 
were state champions and were 
looking forward to defending 
those titles this fall before the 
pandemic stopped sports from 
being played. 

Because of the original 
Phase 3 determinations, the 
Pioneer Valley Summer Soc-

coronavirus positive test rates. 

Baker further recommended 
that the majority of communi- 
ties, which are in either the green 
or alternate white category with 
almost no positive tests in the 
past two weeks, should return to 
school full time. 

Only two Western Mass. 
communities were labeled as 
“high-risk” in Granby and Holy- 
oke. It is not known if Baker and 
state health officials or the Mas- 
sachusetts Interscholastic Athlet- 
ic Association will use the map 
to exclude school districts in 
high-risk communities from be- 
ing able to play. 

Meanwhile, the MIAA’s 
COVID-19 Task Force, the 
Sports Medicine Committee, and 


other agencies are working with 
the state to make modifications 
to certain sports in order to be 
able to have contests this fall. 

Among the sports that are 
likely to be played are field 
hockey, cross country, golf, and 
girls volleyball. 

The sports will have to be 
played with various social dis- 
tancing and mask requirements, 
such as for coaches, officials, 
and players on the bench. There 
will also be contact restrictions 
and other modifications these 
sports will have to adopt in order 
to have contests. The exact mod- 
ifications will be determined in 
the next few weeks. 

One thing that will not hap- 
pen is the return of sports be- 
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fore students return to school, in 
whatever form that is. 

The MIAA will vote on a 
recommendation from the Sports 
Medicine Committee not to start 
practices until school has started. 

“We determined that it did 
not really make sense to have 
extracurricular activities before 
getting the kids back in school,” 
said one committee member. 

As of now, Sept. 16 is a date 
that has been floated around for a 
start to practices. This could still 
put the start of contests around 
Oct. 1. Teams would likely play 
a modified season with fewer 
games, something that was go- 
ing to be attempted with spring 
sports before the governor shut 
down schools for the remainder 





of the 2019-2020 school year. 

One sport that may not be 
played, however, is football. 

Because of the amount of 
close contact, many modifica- 
tions to the game have been rec- 
ommended, including no tack- 
ling or otherwise any contact. It 
is essentially being suggested 
that Massachusetts schools play 
touch-only football this fall. 

The MIAA is considering a 
number of possibilities, includ- 
ing deferring the season to a 
point in the year where it could 
be played with fewer restric- 
tions. 

All of the committees will 
be meeting in the near future to 
discuss the most recent guid- 
ance from the state.

Last month the 
nonprofit’s three veterinary hos- 
pitals found a way to safely re- 
store lifesaving vaccine clinics 
and put a plan in place to cut 
down on the significant backlog 
of pets waiting for spay/neuter 
surgery. 

Second Chance had to put 
their popular weekly vaccine 
clinics on hold indefinitely in 
March to safeguard the health 
of pet owners and staff. In 
July, they slowly rolled out a 
new format where pet owners 
pre-register and arrive at their 
reserved time slot. “We thought 
this was a temporary fix, but pet 
owners loved the new format,’ 
said Second Chance Chief Op- 
erating Officer Amanda Nor- 
mandin. “No more waiting in 
line, no more filling out paper- 
work while minding a pet, and 
so much less stress on the pets.” 

The nonprofit’s low-cost 
spay/neuter program  contin- 
ues to face a backlog of pets 
waiting due to an almost three- 
month suspension. The wait for 
cats 1s especially significant, so 
in July the North Brookfield lo- 
cation began scheduling catch 
up days, starting with a 50 male 
cats per day. Second Chance 
surgeons are specially trained 
in high-volume spay/neuter, but 
typically see a mix of female 
cats and dogs each day result- 
ing in extra time spent resetting 
between cats and dogs and male 
and female. Concentrating on 
a single surgery format allows 
veterinary staff to help more

pets in one day. 

Second Chance CEO Sher- 
yl Blancato says she’s grate- 
ful to be able to restore these 
two important programs. “As 
the pandemic began to close 
down Massachusetts, we be- 
gan to worry about a second 
health crisis. Vaccine clinics 
are instrumental in stopping 
the spread of rabies and parvo 
and suspending this program 
weighed heavily on my mind.” 
Blancato said she expects the 
backlog of pets waiting for the 
spay/neuter program to contin- 
ue throughout the remainder of 
2020. “There are still hundreds 
of applications awaiting sched- 
uling at each of our locations. 
We are doing everything we 
can to get caught up and ask for 
continued patience.” 

Pet owners interested in 
registering their pet for an up- 
coming vaccine clinic can visit 
secondchanceanimals.org or 
watch the Second Chance Ani- 
mal Services Facebook for reg- 
istration announcements. The 
spay/neuter SPOT application, 
which stands for Stop Pet Over- 
population Today, can also be 
found on the website. Second 
Chance is scheduling spay and 
neuter appointments in the or- 
der they were received, so new 
applicants may not receive a 
call until September or later. 
The vaccine clinics and spay/ 
neuter program are available 
at all Second Chance Commu- 
nity Veterinary Hospitals with 
locations in North Brookfield, 
Springfield and Worcester. 
Full-service veterinary care is 
also available by appointment, 
and subsidized rates are avail- 
able for qualified households.

MassDOT 
develops new 
Mobility 
Dashboard 


Dashboard provides 
a collective platform 
to provide real-time 
multimodal data 


BOSTON - The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation (MassDOT) is 
announcing the release of the new Mass- 
DOT Mobility Dashboard. This dash- 
board is another resource for members of 
the public to visualize, analyze, and mon- 
itor data collected by MassDOT to better 
understand the effects of COVID-19 on 
the Commonwealth’s transportation net- 
work. 

MassDOT is continually monitoring 
the impacts of COVID-19 on roadways, 
transit services, and Registry transactions. 
The dashboard is an interactive roundup 
of key indicators that primarily reflect 
how much people are traveling, how they 
are getting around, and where they are 
going throughout the Commonwealth. 
This data is updated weekly, with the date 
of the last update displayed prominently 
at the top of the page. 

“This dashboard is just one of the 
ways that MassDOT is compiling and 
monitoring transportation data,’ said 
MassDOT Secretary and CEO Stepha- 
nie Pollack. “Having one central loca- 
tion to access and analyze the impacts of 
COVID-19 increases public accessibility.” 

While MassDOT is not the only state 
transportation agency in the U.S. that 
has developed COVID-19 related mo- 
bility dashboards (see Vermont, Utah, 
Washington State), the MassDOT Mo- 
bility Dashboard succinctly organizes a 
variety of multimodal data about move- 
ment in the Commonwealth that covers 
a wide range of topics all in one place.

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Massachusetts RMV extends promotional opportunity 


for future free REAL ID upgrades 


BOSTON — The Massachu- 
setts Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles (RMV) is extending the 
timeframe for which eligible 
customers can renew their Mas- 
sachusetts driver’s license or 
Massachusetts ID card online at 
Mass.Gov/RMV in order to qual- 
ify for a free upgrade to a REAL 
ID credential in 2021. This pro- 
motional opportunity, authorized 
and now extended by Execu- 
tive Order, will remain in effect 
until Massachusetts’ State of 
Emergency 1s lifted to provide 
customers more time and flexi- 
bility to conduct transactions and 
to support the RMV’s ongoing 
efforts to implement social dis- 
tancing protocols while limiting 
in-person service center visits to 
keep customers and staff safe. 

Customers are eligible to re- 
new online and take advantage 
of this offer up to one year in 
advance of the expiration date 
printed on their license or ID, or 
up to two years after the expi- 
ration date. Customers will not 
be able to seek their free REAL 
ID upgrade until at least six 
months after the State of 
Emergency 1s lifted. 

“Customers have shown 
a great deal of interest in this 
REAL ID initiative, and we 
are pleased to further extend 
the promotional timeframe 
which will allow even more 
individuals additional time to 
renew their license or ID on- 
line now and upgrade later to 
REAL ID at no cost if they 
need one,’ said RMV reg- 
istrar Jamey Tesler. “While 
limited in-person license re- 
newal appointments are now 
available, we ask that all our 
customers please continue to 
take advantage of the expira- 
tion extensions and online re- 
newals so that appointments 
can be preserved for those 
without any other alterna- 
tive. The RMV is continuing 
to provide customers with 
resources and tools that can 
be used to stay safe and save 
time without having to visit 
a service center during the 
pandemic.” 

The RMV has seen a dra- 
matic increase of close to 
300% in online renewals by 
customers during the pan- 
demic and this promotional 
opportunity period. More 
than 70,500 online renewals 
were completed between the 
promotion’s June 12" start 
date and July 31“, compared 
to just 25,000 over the same 
time period in 2019. In July 
2020 alone, there were al- 
most 48,000 online creden- 
tial renewals, compared to 
just 16,100 in July 2019. 
The RMV has bolstered back 
office support efforts to ac- 
commodate this increased 
demand. 

Beginning in mid-August, 
limited in-person license re- 
newal appointments became 
available in Service Centers 
for customers. The RMV 
suspended those in-person 
transactions due to the pan- 
demic and applied multiple 
extensions to expiring licens- 
es and IDs as outlined below. 
The RMV asks that those 
who can renew online please 
do so and preserve these lim- 
ited appointments for those 
individuals with credentials 
expiring in September 2020 
who cannot, especially if 


their license or ID currently ben- 
efits from an extension. 

Qualifying customers who 
complete their renewal online 
and wish to upgrade to a REAL 
ID for free will have to wait until 
at least six months after Massa- 
chusetts’ State of Emergency is 
lifted to visit an RMV Service 
Center. Customers currently do 
not need a federally compliant 
REAL ID for the purposes of 
boarding domestic flights prior 
to October 1, 2021, as the federal 
government delayed the compli- 
ance effective date by one year. 
The fee for renewing a non-com- 
mercial standard or REAL ID 
license is $50, while the fee 
for upgrading to a standard or 
REAL ID card is $25. The typi- 
cal $25 upgrade / amendment fee 
will be waived under these quali- 
fying circumstances. 

Obtaining an initial federal- 
ly compliant REAL ID requires 
customers to visit a Service Cen- 
ter in-person to present verify- 
ing documents. The RMV has 
introduced this initiative and fee 


waiver pursuant to the recent- 
ly extended Executive Order 
39 issued by Governor Baker 
on June 12, 2020, and in light 
of the COVID-19 public health 
emergency to encourage social 
distancing and limit unneces- 
sary travel by reducing the need 
for many customers to visit a 
Service Center This also allows 
for the prioritization of essential 
in-person transactions, which re- 
main by appointment only. 

Customers should take the 
following steps to determine 
their online renewal eligibility 
and qualify for this offer: 

Visit Mass.Gov/RMV, login 
to their “myRMV” account, and 
find out if they are permitted to 
renew online. 

Renew online - their new 
standard license or ID card will 
be sent via U.S. mail. 

The cost for renewing a 
driver’s license is $50. The cost 
for renewing an ID card is $25. 
These costs are the same for both 
a standard or REAL ID license 
or ID card. The cost for upgrad- 


ing or amending a license or ID 
card outside of their renewal cy- 
cle is $25, which will be waived 
for participating, eligible RMV 
customers. 

Customers who renew online 
will have to wait until at least 
six months after Massachusetts’ 
State of Emergency is lifted 
to make an appointment for a 
REAL ID and have their $25 up- 
grade / amendment fee waived. 
Anyone who holds a valid U.S. 
passport or other federally com- 
pliant form of identification 
may never need an RMV-issued 
REAL ID. 

AS a service to its members, 
AAA continues to issue REAL 
ID credentials for their members 
only and members should make 
an appointment before visiting a 
AAA location. 

Limited in-person license re- 
newal reservation appointments 
are now available in RMV Ser- 
vice Centers for customers. The 
RMV asks that those who can 
renew online please do so, es- 
pecially if their license or ID
